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eBay Scavengers

There was an interesting article by a PATCO member in last month’s Talkin’ Tokens, 
expressing frustration over eBay sellers who close auctions early in order to accept 
outside offers. 

It’s becoming a serious problem on eBay, mainly because it works so well for shady 
buyers who want to avoid competition and add rare tokens to their collections by paying 
well below market value. 

Sometimes the sellers don’t even bother to close the auctions early. Some are willing to 
accept post-auction offers from scavengers right up until the moment they send the item 
off to the legitimate winner. 

My first experience with this happened a few years ago when I won a rare dairy token 
from Uniontown, Pa. I usually don’t collect tokens from Uniontown, but I won this 
particular piece at a reasonable price and expected to use it as a trader. Thus, I sent a 
check to the seller and waited for my token to arrive... and waited for my token to 
arrive...and waited for my token to arrive...and waited for my token to arrive... 

After a month or so, I began sending numerous emails to the seller, but got no response. I 
also tried using the phone number that the seller listed with eBay, but the person who 
answered said I had a wrong number. However, one thing I did have was the address 
where I sent my check. 

One day, I had other business in the Uniontown area and decided to look up the address 
where my un-cashed check was delivered. I remember it was pouring down rain and was 
just starting to get dark when I found the correct street address. The front lawn and porch 
were covered in pseudo antiquities, which the owner must have believed to be attractive 
lawn ornaments and exquisite outer home decor. I knocked on the door and waited. ..and 
waited...and waited... and waited... 

Finally the door opened just a crack and a small woman squeaked, “What do you want?” I 
politely answered that I had won a dairy token on eBay and had sent a check to this 
address. I explained that I just happened to be in the neighborhood that day and thought I 
would pick up the token. 

The woman stuttered that the check had yet to clear the bank, but that she would send the 
token as soon as it cleared. I asked her how long she thought that might be, since I’d 
already been waiting about two months. She then closed the door after crying, “You’re 
beginning to frighten me.” 

Of course, it should go without saying that my check was never cashed, I never received 
the token, and “jynkpicker” quit eBay after getting negative feedback from me.

A similar incident almost occurred with another rare Pennsylvania dairy token, but this 
time the seller wasn’t so secretive about the pre-bidder’s contact. 

First some background: When you sell something on eBay, potential bidders are allowed 
to contact you via the website in order to ask questions about your item. As a seller, eBay 
gives you the choice of posting the question (along with your answer) on the auction 
page, in case other potential bidders have the same question. 

Usually these questions are about shipping costs or die condition of an item, but a seller 
named “asapthatsme” (a sap, that’s me?) didn’t think anything was out of the ordinary 
when an eBay member contacted her in order to buy an unlisted Beaver Falls dairy token 
outside of the auction. The sappy seller actually posted the guy’s illicit solicitation on the 
auction page for everyone to see! 

Here’s the actual question that was posted in the question and answer section of the 
auction page: 

“Q: Hi - Thanks for the nice listing! Would you be interested in selling the token 
outright and ending the auction early? If so- what would you like for it? If not - no 
harm done. I’ll be watching it and bidding later. Thanks again for such a nice 
listing! Kind regards- Mike.” 

That auction closed normally, but that’s not the case with many rare exonumia auctions 
on eBay. I collect Allegheny County transportation tokens and US Department of Justice 
Internment Camp tokens; and during the past several years I have witnessed previously 
unknown varieties disappear off the face of the earth after an auction was closed 
prematurely. 

In October of 2003, a seller named “harjacl” posted an unlisted West Elizabeth Bridge 
token featuring a 12-cent fare covering the passage of “ONE HORSE OR MULE.” 

The auction would have realized hundreds of dollars, but it was ended early by the seller 
with the explanation that the token was no longer available. Unfortunately, only one side 
of the token was pictured in the auction, so now the American Vecturist Association 
doesn’t even have a complete description of the variety to add to its cataloging effort. 
More recently, a previously unlisted $1 denomination of the Crystal City, Texas, Dept, of 
Justice Internee Canteen token was listed on eBay and then abruptly removed by a seller 
named “RB42.” I collect DOJ tokens for a specific reason (which I can’t go into in this 
forum) and I would have bid very highly for this piece. 

When I contacted the seller after he closed the auction, he admitted, “I made a mistake 
and sold the token based on some bad information I received from what I thought was a 
knowledgeable source... I did get about $100 for it. From a few emails that I received 
since, I think it may have gone for a bit more.” Duh! 

These rare, perhaps one-of-a-kind, tokens will eventually resurface on the market and I 
have a feeling no one will be surprised when they see who is offering them. 

In conclusion, when will the eBay corporation learn that it is losing listing fees and 
commission fees when it allows buyers and sellers to conduct business outside of its site? 
It’s basically providing free advertising to these sellers. The practice is also causing more 
and more legitimate eBayers to give up on the auction site in frustration. 

So let’s continue to report impotent sellers who rush to premature adjudication on behalf 
of overzealous buyers! Even if you think eBay is not listening, it’s important to continue 
reporting these incidents for the good of the eBay community!

A heretofore unknown token was discovered this past year by a metal detectorist in 
Ohio. It is Similar to many of fheTanklng andTinanclal advertising store cards of 
the first quarter of the tw entieth century. The token reads: LOAN SOCIETY OF 
PITTSBURGH 7 411/4™ AVE / LOWEST RATES / IN THE CITY// Present This 
At Our Office / And Get A / SlO.oo Loan / Without Interest / For 30 Days / Loans 
On / Diamonds, Watches,7Tewelry,TTc. Tills address would situate fheTusinessm 
the area of the “Wall Street of Pittsburgh”. There actually was a stock exchange 
building iqTheTOO block oTFourth Avenue. TlanyInsurance, legal, andTanklng 
offices were in that vicinity. There also were many loan companies housed within a 
very few blocks of this focal point.Wliile doing a Tittsburgh city directory searcli 
from 1909 through 1915 it was discovered that the token issuing company was only 
in operation during 1911 andT9T2.TnThetndex section of the book nearly onelhlrd 
of all city loa* companies were located within three city blocks on 4 th Avenue. This 
tells you a lot about the consequences of stock market investing in those days.

A locally produced maverick has come to my attention recently. The obverse merely 
has the initials 13. I/. G. TSn.ln gothic-style incuse punches. There is a stamped 1500 
in the obverse lower center. The maker stamp on the reverse shows: FROM/W. A. 
BUNTING 7FTTTSBURG and gives an enormous clue asto the region where the 
business would be located. After checking some sources it is a strong likelihood that 
it is from theTIeaver Valley YdassTIhmpany oLRoch ester,Ta. On JuneTS, T902 the 
H. C. Fry Glass Co. opened for business across the road from the Beaver Valley 
Glass Company that had TOO employees and made glass tumblers at the rate of 
35,000 per day. In 1906 they increased their furnace capacity, and by 1911 the 
productionTiad more than douhled.Tn that yearthe two glass companies were 
merged under the Fry name, and the factory continued through the difficult days 
of the depression until 1933 wtien it closedrSome glassTactories in Northern West 
Virginia and Eastern Ohio were known to have used scrip in this same time period. 
There werg no reports of glass company scrip inTheTittsTurgh area,Tut this could 
be the first evidence of that possibility. Brass, 28mm

It took me over five years to get a perfect feedback rating of 1000/100% (i.e., Positive 
feedbacks from one thousand different eBayers, avoiding all Neutral and Negative 
feedbacks along the way). I did it the hard way - the honest way - and not the Power 
Seller Way. 

Let this be a lesson to everyone: Don’t just assume that a seller has no Negative or 
Neutral comments when their feedback rating is 100%, because eBay math may be at 
play. To us regular folks, 100% means one hundred percent - as in all or completely. But 
in eBay math, you can have a couple Negative feedbacks for every thousand or so 
feedbacks and still have 100% Positive rating. 

Now I know what you’re thinking: What’s one or two Negative feedbacks if a seller has 
tens of thousands of Positive feedbacks? Okay, but how many times have you wanted to 
leave Neutral or Negative feedback, but decided to leave no feedback at all? 

You see, the eBay site will tell you how many Positive, Negative and Neutral feedback 
comments a member has received (actually it will only tell you how many Neutrals have 
been received in the last six months), but it won’t tell you the total number of 
transactions that a member has been involved in. 

This means that the handful of Negative or Neutral feedbacks that a member has received 
may be your only indication of how your pending transaction may play out. 

Unfortunately, eBay does not provide you an easy way to find that handful of Negative 
and Neutral feedbacks that is buried within pages of quasi-Positive feedbacks. 

Who has the time and patience to scroll through hundreds of pages of feedback 
comments, stating nothing more than “OK” and “Satisfactory,” just to find a few Neutral 
and/or Negative comments? 

Well, you don’t have to scroll through all those pages anymore, thanks to a helpful free 
website called www.toolhaus.org . Just enter an eBay user ID in the proper field and click 
on the Received By button, then in a few seconds you’ll see only the Neutral and 
Negative feedbacks received by the member. 

Having every Neutral and Negative comment received by a seller, neatly grouped in front 
of you, its easy to spot trends and get a feel for a seller’s temperament (because the 
seller’s posted responses to the Negative feedbacks are also displayed). 

By using Toolhaus, you can also check all the Negative and Neutral feedback comments 
that the seller has left for his/her customers, which can also tell you a lot about a seller’s 
business practices. 

Toolhaus offers a number of other types of feedback searches that you may find useful, so 
check it out next time you’re debating whether or not to bid on a particular item.

A Pittsburgh real estate advertising token originally had me confused as to the 


location ofthe property' that they were promoting. Although their address was the 
Bijou Bldg, in the city’s downtown area, they were selling lots in Mayfield. The first 
place that I Thought of was a town in Beaver County. Eventually I came to The 
conclusion that these building lots were on the upper North Side of Pittsburgh. Very 
recently I saw the proof of this theory when an eBay person sold an ad taken from a 
June 1899 Pittsburg Dispatch newspaper. In it they referred to the Mayfield Plan of 
lots on Perrysville and Marshall Avenues near Riverview Park. Thi^was in the 10 th 
ward of Allegheny City at that time. It was not until 1911 that this city was merged 
into Pittsburgh. And it was in this same time period (1906-1910) that The token 
advertiser was shown in the city directory as operating at 611 Penn Avenue. A new 
realtor remained in business there under the name OfThe Bijou Land Company 
until 1931. After the “Great Flood” of 1936 this building was demolished and was 
replaced by a parking lot. Alum, 31 mm 


Bloomfield Tokens 

One of my favorite tokens is That of The Bloomfield LiederTafel. It is a heauTiful 
token when in choice condition. The aluminum surface glistens like silver. This five 
cent bit of local history 7 refers to a SMILE on the Old Glory 7 Rye side. That term was 
a disguised name for a glass of whiskey. This issue was put out by the local German 
singing society. Their hah was located at 410-412 South Matilda Street and was also 
rented out for weddings. They did business there from at least 1926 through 1939.

When I first saw the token listed as Aqua Pittsburgh P-T> that had on It an Incused 
P. B. / 5^ / 4627 Liberty Ave., I thought it represented the Pleasure Bar. This was 
one of my after work hangouts when life guarding just down that Bloomfield street 
in 1962. Upon checking it further I discovered that the restaurant’s address was a 
block away, and did not come into existence tmrfl many years after the apparent 
pre-1900 age of this token. While going through the saloon index in the 1894 
Pittsburgh city 7 directory recently, Tfound The name Peter Butterhoff who was In 
business at that precise address. A slightly questionable attribution is confirmed.

Summit Hotel’s Lucky Dog Tokens

In the late 1930’s, if you were a “lucky dog” and got to spend your honeymoon in 
silent-screen star John Gilbert’s giant-sized bed. how would you prove it to your buddies 
when you returned home? The owners of the Summit Hotel near Uniontown had a 
solution for that. 

In an advertisement dated 1938, the hotel offered honeymooners the “John Gilbert 
Bridal Chamber,” featuring the 8-foot square bed of the “Great Lover” from silent 
cinema. Although honeymooners were asked to make advance reservations for the hotel, 
there was still no guarantee that newlyweds would get to romp in Gilbert’s old bed. 

Because of overwhelming demand, a drawing was conducted every morning by 
hotel management and the couple holding the “lucky number” received the honor of 
renting the Gilbert Bridal Chamber for the day. But just because a couple rented the room 
for the day, didn’t necessarily guarantee privacy, because the hotel invited all visitors to 
“view this most unique room, that has no equal in any hotel in America.” 

Before the piece of large furniture made its way to Uniontown, John Gilbert’s bed 
was almost as famous in Hollywoodland as his schooner named “The Temptress,” his 
motorboat named “The Vampire,” his sailboat named “The Harpie” and his dingy named 
“The Witch.” 

After two failed marriages in the early 1920’s and Greta Garbo not showing up for 
a planned wedding ceremony in the late 1920’s, Gilbert sailed out to sea on a honeymoon 
cruise with his third wife Ina Claire in 1929. Upon his return to shore, the $10,000-a- 
week actor found out that he’d lost his fortune in stock market. 

Although he still had an MGM movie contract, it also evaporated when he starred 
in his first talkie, called “His Glorious Night.” Neither the audience or the studio 
appreciated his whiney voice. Meanwhile, his wife Ana, who was a Broadway actress 
before their marriage, turned out to be very successful in the new ‘talking pictures.’ 

Gilbert’s response to this turn of events was to start drinking heavily, and he 
eventually died of a heart attack in 1936, at the age of 39. It’s not known whether he died 
in his famous 8-foot bed. 

The famous bed that hotel entrepreneur Leo Heyn purchased from the 
Gilbert estate is featured on a 32mm copper token, issued by Heyn’s Summit Hotel. 
Around the bed on the obverse of the token are the following inscriptions: 

“JOHN GILBERT HONEYMOON BED” / 8’ x 8’ / HONI SOIT QUI MALY 
PENSE 


The reverse of the token features a downward pointing horseshoe with a 
suggestively-shaped wiener dog design at the top. On the wiener dog’s body are the 
words “LUCKY DOG.” Inside the horseshoe are the following inscriptions: 

SUMMIT / HOTEL / MOUNT SUMMIT / UNIONTOWN, PA. / “THE WORLD’S / 
PLAYGROUND” 


The Latin phrase “H0N1 SOIT QUI MALY PENSE” can be loosely translated 
into English as “Shame on him who thinks this evil.” The motto is commonly seen on old 
helmets of English officers and on Royal Household shields. 

The hotel also boasted a room called the John Barrymore Suite, which featured 
original furnishings from that famous silver-screen lover’s abode. Barrymore is the 
grandfather of current movie seductress Drew Barrymore. 

Although the Summit Hotel was built in 1907 and was well-known to 
Pennsylvania residents traveling along the US Route 40 National Pike, Leo Heyn is 
credited with making the hotel nationally famous after he purchased it in 1930. His 
additions of a Bavarian-styled front entrance and a Hoff bra-styled pub, called the Baron 
Munchausen Room, can still be enjoyed today. 

Last year, the Summit Inn Resort was designated as a historic building on the 
prestigious National Register of Historic Places, specifically because of its 20 th Century 
Mission- and Craftsman-style architecture. It is considered one of the last remaining 
“grand porch” hotels of its era. 

The hotel’s guest list has included such dignitaries as industrialist J.P. Morgan, 
inventor Thomas Edison, automaker Henry Ford, and Presidents Warren Harding and 
Harry Tr uman . Even George Washington was believed to have used the spa on the 
property before the hotel was built. 

Don and Eunice Shoemaker bought the hotel and its thousand-acre grounds atop 
Chestnut Ridge in 1964, and it is still managed today by their daughter, Karen Harris. It is 
rated as a three-diamond hotel by the American Automobile Association (AAA) and 
features more than 90 rooms, indoor and outdoor swimming pools, grand ballrooms, 
gourmet dining, a golf course and a panoramic view overlooking Uniontown from the 
“Great Porch.” 

In an article from Herald 
Standard, during the early 
Shoemaker years, Eunice 
Shoemaker told a reporter of the 
celebrity-themed rooms that made 
the hotel so popular. She said the 
hotel used to give out souvenir 
tokens to the guests who were 
lucky enough to stay in the Gilbert 
room. 

Thus when you come 
across one of the Honeymoon Bed 
tokens while you’re at a flea 
market or surfing the Internet 
auctions, remember that the token 
really did belong to a “Lucky Dog” 
and it still might bring some luck 
to its current owner.
